Back to 
the Capital 


on the banks of the historic James im what 
was once the capital of the southern con- 
federacy. From this point to the capital 
of the nation is but a step, and the mght 
of Nov. 10 will tind the chief magis- 
trate back in the White House. In the meantime the heart ot the 
old South will continue to do him honor. As a people we are 
hardly recognizing at its worth the significance of the demoistra- 
tions that are now marking almost every step of the President's way 
through Dixie. Macon, Savannah, Charleston, Columbia, .\ugusta, 
lorence, Richmond—like Memphis, Vicksburg, Jackson and Col- 
unbus—are names of special interest in this connection. But the 
stories they are telling .today are cheering ones, for they portend 
a closer unity of our people than has existed for three quarters of 
a century. 

lf, here and there, a disposition’ to undervalue the presidential 
tour is manifested, it comes from viewing the trip as an excursion. 
It was. absolutely essential that the tour should be stripped of for- 
ality. The President*and his advisers were well aware that if 
the journey were to be effectual in the desired direction the garb 
and conventionality of mere officialism must be cast aside and the 
people must be made to understand that the presidency of the 
L‘nited States is not something far removed from them, but, rather, 
something close to them, mm fact as well as in theory; that it belongs 
to no part of the country and to no party, but to the whole nation 
and to all of its inhabitants. 

The wisest step from the standpoint of statesmanship ever taken 
by President Taft was that which enables the southern Democrat 
to feel that he has an active part in national affairs. To it may be 
attributed very largely the reawakened patriotisny of the South, 
so evident today. 

There must be something very satisfying to President Taft in 
the knowledge that the capital he is going back to will be closer to 
the people of the entire nation than when he left two months ago. 

A FORMER New York school principal proposes that the public 
schools he kept open hereafter during what are known as the summer 
vacation months for morning sessions, and that half the teachers 
be allowed full vacations through June and July and the other half 
through .\ugust and September. The fact that he never thought 
of proposing this while he was a schoolboy or a school teacher nat- 
urally arouses unfavorable conment. 
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\r FIRST sight 1t would seem as if the newly 
created tariff board would experience great 
if not insurmountable difhculty in devising 
a plan for adjustment of our commercial 
relations with Canada that will be accept- 
able alike to the United States and_= the 
Dominion governments. But if, as there is 
good reason to believe, the questions in- 
volved be taken up'solely with the purpose 
of bringing about an equitable agreement 
and an amicable understanding, the obstacles that mow. seem moun- 
tamous will quickly dissolve. 

Under strict interpretation it will in all probability appear that 
the Dominion at the present time is enforcing certain tariff regula 
trons against the products of this country, raw and manufactured, 
that may preperly be pronounced “unduly discriminating.” It is 
charged by American exporters that Canada does not accord to the 
commerce of this country treatment that is “reciprocal and equiva- 
lent.” aud these exporters are in a mood to demand that unless sub- 
stantial concessions be made before April. 1 the maximum duty, 
which means an increase of 25 per cent above that now levied, 
shall be enforced against Canadian products entering this country. 

It is pointed out-that certain of the provinces of Canada, spe- 
cifically, rather than the Dominion in general, are pursuing a course 
that calls for the automatic action of the maximum clause. The 
President under the Payne act may stay to enforce the 25 per cent 
penalty with relation to the Dominion in general or to any political 
subdivision of it. That is, he is empowered to enforce it, for in- 
stance, against Quebec without enforcing it against Ontario or any 
other province. Very likely, however, if he should impose the 
penalty on any single province the others would make common 
cause with it. This might not be good policy, but it would be 
natural and in accordance with the instinct of nationality that per 
vades the Dominion. Therefore, it will be better for our govern- 
nent to insist upon dealing with the Dominion as a whole. The 
United States cannot afford to become involved in a trade ‘contro- 
versy with a province; on the other hand, the Dominion could not 
attord to have one of its provinces take independent action in such 
a matter. 

The tariff board sees a way, it is said, of avoiding a commercial 
clash with France and Germany. Since the desire of this country 
is sunply for commercial fair play, and since public opinion on this 
side of the border, and presumably on the other, is opposed to any- 
thing short of neighborliness, it is only reasonable to believe that a 
Satisfactory adjustment of our commercial relations with the Do- 
mimtion will be reached, before the maximum clause becomes 
Operative. 


The Tariff 
Board 
and Canada 
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Tue business of the postoffice departmeit increased over 6 
per cent during the last fiscal year; nevertheless the postal deficit 
increased by about half a million. This is due mainly, of course, to 
extension of the service. Whenever the people prefer greater econ- 
omy to greater postal efficiency the deficit will be cut down. 
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HlowEVER much in need of correction they 
may be, present economic conditions cannot 
be changed very much for the better by fly- 
ing from one extreme to another. It 1s 
evidently true that the present high cost of 
living is due to the failure of production to 
keep pace with consumption. Prices of 
food products are high because the demand 
for them is greater than the supply. If 
the number of poultry yards in the country 
were doubled, or the number of laying hens, the price of eggs would 
be twenty cents a dozen and not forty cents as now. 

On the other hand, if we should reduce the number of egg 
eaters in the cities by inducing them to go into the country the 
falling off in consumption would bring down the profits ot the egg

James J. Hill and others are complaining about neglect of the 
soil, which is proper, and are urging a general exodus from the 
cities to the rural districts. which is not proper. If this advice 
should be followed the business of Mr. Hill's railroads, and all 
others, would rapidly diminish, for the city consumers would be 
transformed into country producers and they would keep at home 
much of the produce that.is now being transported to the crowded 
cities. Yet there would be so much to spare that the surplus would 
cheapen the cost of living in the populous communities, and every 
thing else. including the price of labor, would respond to the redue- 
tion. Among other things that would have to go down would be 
railroad treight rates. 

A few years ago we were raising more ftoodstult 
try than we could consume, and more than our toreign trade called 
for. In Kansas and lowa they used corn for fuel in those day 
The farmers out that way found it more profitable to burn the corn 
in the ear than to sell it at the prevailing price. In fact, it was a 
drug in the market. Consumers have increased since then. Their

purchasing capacity ha$ also increased since then. The producers

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have not increased correspondingly. It cousumers shall continue 
to increase out of proportion to the increase of producers we shall 
soon have reached the other extreme where money will be as cheap 
as corn was in Kansas and lowa thirty-five or torty years ago.

ethcient than the native labor of the -Transvaal: hence the labor 
supply trom the Portuguese territory has always been a great factor 
in South African relations and the Transvaal economic situation. 

Despite the indubitable presence of a native labor element that 
is valuable to the Transvaal industries, the Natal cogamissioners de- 
clare that mdentured Asiatic labor is absolutely indispensable to the 
full development of the coast industries.

\ WRITER in one of our weekly papers re- 
cently drew attention to the tact that .\mer- 
ican locomotive builders had tailed to secure 
an important order from one of the Euro-

Inspection was not given the finishing 
touches in the way of decoration and bur- 
nishing that some of the locomotives from 
[uropean manufacturers were able to show. 

In consequence the order was placed with builders other than the 

American, although it was said that for workmanship and mechani- 

cal skill the .\merican locomotive was equal 1f not superior to 

any of the others submitted to the test. 

This experience is not without its pomt and no doubt the 
future will see greater care shown by our manufacturers in preparing 
sample locomotives for exhibition and test in other countries. When 
it comes to making engines to fulfil large demands, however, such 
as a number of our western roads are now making upon builders ot 
locomotives, there is no doubt as to the ability of our plants here 
to turn out the required standard. 

\ recent product of this kind is found in the locomotive tur- 
nished last week in one of our eastern cities, which, with its tender, 
weighs over 300 tons, one-half again as effective in tractive power 
as the largest passenger locomotive now in service. Over all, the 
locomotive and tender are said to measure 105 feet. Five pairs 
of driving wheels, seventy-three inches in diameter, receive their 
power from high-pressure cylinders,. and altogether this machine 
stands as the largest and most powerful of tts kind vet produced. 
It is-expected that it will haul heavy passenger trains at express 
speed over the mountain divisions of the Santa Fe railway. Its 
work will be watched with interest, so that peculiar features may 
be adopted or rejected in building others of the same kind. 

The enterprise shown by American railways is - bringing all 
parts of the country into closer touch and the question of distance 
is no longer one of miles to the traveler but of hours or days in 
eetting from one point to another. , 


Paris has just witnessed an international 
congress for the protection of landscape 
beauty. The congress was held at the Protecting 
Musee Social under the auspices of the 
society tor the protection of French scenery, the 
organized in 101 by the poet Jean Lahor 
and developed by another poet, Sully Prud- 
homme. Its present head, M. Beauquier, 
prominent imn-politics, after five vears of 
indefatigable effort, induced the passage of 
a law ordering the organized protection of natural monuments and 
artistic scenery, and today every department of France has a com- 
nussion that keeps a list of properties the preservation of which is 
of general interest from an artistic point of view.

Caesar's camp at Chavigny, of the isle of Brehat, of the stairs of 
the Ning of Aragon at Bonifacio, Corsica, and above all of the “val 
de beaute” at Nogent-sur-Marne, where Watteau, the -painter of 
eighteenth century grace, found his ideas. The society is naturally 
in permanent feud with industrialism and especially with modern 
advertising ; never was a harder struggle than this, to preserve for 
France against the utilitarian tendency of the age “the incontested 
sovereignty of beauty, grace and charm.” 

It is pleasant to note that one of the principal decisions taken 
at the international congress was for the establishment of parks 
modeled on the Yellowstone park, to serve especially for the pro- 
tection of animal, vegetable and floral life. Europe has so gener- 
ously given of her art, and is still so giving, to America that a 
return service 1s eminently appropriate and gratifying.
